Peace in the Storm 


While storms rage around us, there 
need be no storm within our hearts. 
Many a Chinese Christian has learned 
this in recent months, as God’s people 
learned it long ago and are making the

HERE are numerous places in the 
Epistles where the apostle Paul 


writes in affectionate terms to the © 


believers who through his preaching 
had become followers of Christ. We 
have no clear record that Paul was ever 
married and had children after the flesh, 
but he certainly had many spiritual chil- 
dren whom he dearly loved; witness his 
words to Timothy to whom he wrote 
those wonderful pastoral Epistles. In 
the introduction to the First he calls 
Timothy his “own son in the faith,” and 
in the Second he calls him “his beloved 
son.” In his Epistle to Philemon he goes 
farther in respect to Onesimus, whom he 
terms “my own child whose father I 
have become while in my chains” and 
calls him “part of myself” and a “brother 
peculiarly dear to me” (vs. 10, 12, 16, 
Weymouth). 

But there is no place in the Epistles 
of Paul that speaks so eloquently of 
the tender heart of Paul, in his response 
to the love of his converts, as where we 
read in Acts 20 the account of his part- 
ing from the Ephesian elders at Miletus. 
He was then on his way to Jerusalem, 
and was hasting to reach that city, if 
possible, before the Feast of Pentecost. 
He was fully aware what was in store 
for him there, for the Holy Spirit in 
town after town had revealed to him 


same joyous discovery today. Writing 
to a Christian friend in China, one of 
the Chines~ Christians said: “In each 
move, we had to throw away some of 
our baggage in order to lighten the 
travel. Severe cold is coming on. We 
do not know how we can manage with 
so little bedding. Yet. we are so glad 
to be with Christians. We have perfect 
peace at heart now. We do not know 
how long we may stay here, but when 
we have to leave we can go together. 
We are almost reduced to refugees. You 
cannot imagine our condition of living 
now. But one thing we are thankful 
for is that we have real peace and joy 
at heart. When we were at Wuwei, on 
hearing people talk about the war con- 
ditions we were scared to death. At 
night we were like frightened birds, 
trembling all over. Now we can sleep. 
I have perfect assurance that it is power 
from on high that sustains me. With- 
out the grace of God I cannot even 
exist.” But when we accept God’s grace, 
then we find that it really is sufficient 
(2 Cor. 12:9).

that imprisonment and suffering awaited 
him, 

These warnings no doubt reached their 
climax when Paul eventually came to 
Czesarea and went to lodge some little 
time at the house of Philip the Evan- 
gelist, where a prophet named Agabus 
came also on a visit. This man, know- 
ing through the Holy Spirit what was’ 
to happen to Paul at Jerusalem, took the 
girdle from Paul’s body and bound his 
own hands and feet with it, declaring, 
“So shall the Jews at Jerusalem bind 
the man that owneth this girdle and 
shall deliver him into the hands of the 
Gentiles.” But Paul was unmoved, and 
when Luke and all his own company 
and fellow believers living in Czesarea 
appealed to him with tears not to pro- 
ceed farther, he exclaimed, “What mean 
ye to weep and to break mine heart? 
for I am ready not to be bound only, 
but also to die at Jerusalem for the name 
of the Lord Jesus.” When they saw that 
all their entreaties were useless they 
desisted, saying, “The will of the Lord 
be done” (Acts 21: 10-14). 

How faithful Paul was with those dear 
souls at Ephesus, let his own words de- 
clare. He says: “I never shrank from 

. teaching you in public and in your 
homes, bearing witness to both Jews and 
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Gentiles of their need of conversion to 
God and of belief in Jesus our Lord” 
(Acts 20:21, Weymouth). Mark his 
words: “Their need of conversion to 
God.” 

This is the note that is sadly absent 
in many of our pulpits today. One would 
think that our professed evangelical 
preachers were sometimes ashamed to 
refer to the need of conversion through 
cleansing in the blood shed at Calvary. 
Paul was not slow to introduce the sub- 
ject of conversion when visiting the 
Jews and Greeks in their homes at Ephe- 
sus. He had come to know his people 
well during his long sojourn of three 
years among them. No doubt he was 
a familiar figure at the hearths of many 
of those who came down to bid him a 
sad farewell at Miletus. This drew out 
their love and their tears and his own 
tears, for he says he served the Lord 
in all humility and tears among them, 
and he “ceased not to warn every one 
night and day with tears.” No wonder, 
then, when Paul had finished his ad- 
dress, reminding them of his labors 
among them, and his keen solicitude for 
their growth in grace and in the knowl- 
edge of the Word which was able to 
build them up, and when he told 
them of their responsibilities as over- 
seers to feed the Church of God which 
He had purchased with His own blood, 
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that, when the hour came for his 
ship to lift anchor and sail away, Paul’s 
hearers were sorely distressed. Let us 
give the words given by Luke himself, 
who witnessed the final scene: “Having 
spoken thus, Paul knelt down and 
prayed; and with loud lamentation they 
all threw their arms round his neck and 
kissed him lovingly, grieved above all 
things at his having told them that they 
were never to behold his face again” 
(Acts 20: 36-38, Weymouth). 

It is sad to reflect that there is little 
display of similar emotion in these days 
of Modernism, with its hardening influ- 
ence so rampant among us. It was dif- 
ferent in the days of D. L. Moody. Some 
remember occasions when Mr. Moody 
could with difficulty proceed with his 
message. He seemed choked up with 
sorrow that his unsaved hearers could 
spurn the love of Jesus and His suffer- 
ings on the Cross. ‘ 

Looking back now at that wonderful 
time of Moody and Sankey, one feels 
that the Holy Spirit was then mightily 
at work in the hearts of the people. It 
was a season of real revival, which we 
may not expect again till in answer to 
our repentant prayers the Holy Spirit 
softens our hearts and gives us tears for 
our backsliding. He only can deliver us 
from the worldly spirit that character- 
izes the Church of God today. 
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“Substitutionary”’ or “’ Vicarious” 


I used to think that the terms “vicari- 
ous” and “substitutionary” were synony- 
mous when applied to the sacrifice of 
Christ on Calvary. Recently, however, I 
have learned that modern theologians 
have read into these terms a distinction 
of which I was hitherto unaware. I un- 
derstand that in one case the doctrine is 
that Christ died “as our representative,” 
whatever that means; and in the other 
case “as our substitute,”— that is, indi- 
vidually as paying the penalty for the 
sins of the individual. 


If you could throw any light on this 
problem I should be grateful—An On- 
tario reader. 

The late Dr. David J. Burrell, that 
stalwart Fundamentalist and defender of 
the faith, used to say that the chief sin 
of Modernists was not against the Bible 
but against the English Dictionary ! The 
Ontario reader’s question is a good in- 
stance of the way in which Modernism 
has juggled with, and emasculated, the 
meaning of simple English words. The 
English words substitutionary and vi- 
carious are synonymous; they mean ex- 
actly the same, as Webster and other 
standard dictionaries show. Thus Web- 
ster says of vicarious: “Of or pertain- 
ing to a... substitute. .. . Performed 
or suffered in place of another; substi- 
tuted; as, a vicarious sacrifice.” And 
Webster defines substitutionary, “Of or 
pertaining to substitution,” which is the 
“act of substituting, or state of being 
substituted.” The noun “substitute” is 
defined as “one who, or that which, is 
put in place of another person or thing.” 

Christ’s death on the cross is plainly 
declared, in God’s Word, to have been 


vicarious or substitutionary. Because 
“the wages of sin is death” (Rom. 6:23), 
and “all have sinned” (Rom. 3:23), 
therefore all human beings deserve the 
death-penalty of their sins,— both the 
first death, or physical, and the second 
death, both spiritual and everlasting, 
which is “the lake of fire. This is the 
second death” (Rev. 20:14). But Christ 
our Substitute vicariously “bare our sins 
in his own body on the tree” (1 Pet. 
2:24), and died in our stead as our Sub- 
stitute, in order that all sinners who 
accept this vicarious and substitution- 
ary sacrifice in their behalf by receiving 
Christ as Saviour should not die but 
have eternal life. Other Scripture pas- 
sages that plainly declare Christ’s sub- 
stitutionary death for the redemption of 
the sinner are these: “Christ hath re- 
deemed us from the curse of the law, 
being made a curse for us” (Gal. 3:13). 
“For he [God] hath made him [Christ] 
to be sin for-us, who knew no sin; that 
we might be made the righteousness of 
God in him” (2 Cor. 5:21). 

The Scofield Reference Bible has a 
valuable note (on Hebrews 10:18) .sum- 
marizing the teaching of Scripture on 
the sacrificial and substitutionary death 
of Christ. Part of this note is as fol- 
lows: “As foreshadowed by the types 
and explained by the New Testament, 
the sacrifice of Christ is penal (Gal. 3:13; 
2 Cor. 5:21); substitutional (Lev. 1:4; 
Isa. 53:5, 6; 2 Cor. 5:21; 1 Pet. 2:24); 
voluntary (Gen. 22:9; John 10:18); re- 
demptive (Gal. 3:13; Eph. 1:7; 1 Cor. 6: 
20); propitiatory (Rom. 3:25); reconciling 
(2 Cor. 5:18, 19; Col. 1:21, 22); efficacious

(John 12:32, 33; Rom. 5:9, 10; 2 Cor. 5: 
21; Eph. 2:13; Heb. 9:11, 12, 26; 10: 10-17; 
1 John 1:7; Rev. 1:5); and revelatory 
(John 3:16; 1 John 4:9, 10). 

The Lord Jesus himself declared his 
substitutionary and redemptive mission 
when he said that he came “to give his 
life a ransom for many” (Matt. 20:28). 
Isaiah predicted it by inspiration, seven 
centuries earlier, when he set forth the 
Good News of substitution and redemp- 
tion in that wonderful fifty-third chap- 
ter: “He was wounded for our transgres- 
sions, he was bruised for our iniquities: 
the chastisement of our peace was 
upon him; and with his stripes we are 
healed. All we like sheep have gone 
astray; we have turned every one to his 
own way; and the Lord hath laid on him 
the iniquity of us all... . Yet it pleased 
the Lord to bruise him; he hath put him 
to grief: when thou shalt make his soul 
an offering for sin, he shall see his seed, 
he shall prolong his days, and the pleas- 
ure of the Lord shall prosper in his hand. 
He shall see of the travail of his soul, 
and shall be satisfied: by his knowledge 
shall my righteous servant justify many; 
for he shall bear their iniquities.” 

Many Modernists deny the plain Scrip- 
ture that Christ in his death on the cross 
bore the penalty of our sins and, as our 
Substitute, received in his own person 
the necessary and righteous wrath of 
God against him and God’s judgment 
upon him. So they reject the word “sub- 
stitutionary” in describing the death of 
Christ and, as the Ontario reader points 
out, by some emasculation of plain Eng- 
lish they use the word “vicarious.” More 
than once the Editor of THE Sunpbay 
Scuoot TrmeEs, when seeking to ascertain 
the convictions and teachings of certain 
theological seminaries or individual 
teachers in order to decide whether 
their advertising could properly be car- 
ried and thus commended to TIMeEs 
readers, has asked whether they believe 
and teach certain typical doctrines of 
the Christian faith, including “redemp- 
tion for man only through the death of 
Christ, who became man’s Saviour by 
becoming man’s Substitute, receiving in 
himself the penalty of man’s sin and the 
necessary and holy wrath of God against 
sin.” More than once has come some 
such reply as the following: “I would 
not express it just that way,” or, “I be- 
lieve in the vicarious death of Christ, 
but not his substitutionary death.” Then 
the Troues has its answer, and the adver- 
tising cannot be accepted. 

Similarly, Modernists say they believe 
in the inspiration of the Bible, yet by 
that statement they do not mean that 
they believe that the whole Bible, in all 
its words in the original manuscripts, 
was “God-breathed” and without error. 
When they say they believe in the res- 
urrection of Christ, and the resurrec- 

tion of the believer, they do not 
mean that the body of Christ which was 
crucified was raised again from the dead, 
or that the actual bodies of believers 
are to be raised from the dead. Mod- 
ernism, therefore, is often essentially in- 
sincere as well as unscriptural; it uses 
English words with a different sense 
from that which the Modernist knows 
the hearer will understand. The atheist 
rejects the Bible; the Modernist claims 
to believe it while really denying it. 
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A Book, a Jew, and a Miracle

out the world today is a clarion call 

to God’s children to pray and work 
with redoubled zeal for the salvation of 
God’s chosen people, the Jews. 

In this hour of Jewish persecution, it 
is our duty and privilege to show the 
brethren of our Lord that we love them, 
and that we sympathize with them in 
their sufferings. And no one responds 
more quickly than the Jew to the magic 
touch of true Christian love. It opens 
their hearts. It makes them tender and 
receptive to the Gospel message. 

Recently I was passing through New 
York City to keep a lecture appoint- 
ment. I took a taxi from the railway 
station to the ferry. As we rode along 
I noticed that the taxi driver was un- 
usually kind and courteous. As I paid 
my fare, I offered him a New Testa- 
ment. He willingly received it and said 
he would read it. As we talked together 
I found that he was a son of Abraham. 
Then, to my amazement he said: “I 
drove you some months ago, and you 
gave me a Scripture text coin. I thought 
I recognized you when you entered the 
car.” Think of it! That little touch 
of love had remained with him during 
those months and had led the taxi driver 
to render kind service, and had helped 
to make his heart receptive to the Word 
of God. 


A New Campaign to Reach the Jews 

Some weeks ago I was walking along 
a downtown street in Philadelphia. A 
man accosted me and asked if I remem- 
bered him. Presently I recalled that he 
was a Jew who had kept a shop near 
where I had lived several years ago. 
He said: “I have been thinking about 
you and talking about you. You gave m¢é 
a book on prophecy and I became much 
interested in it.” Then to my surprise 
he continued: “I have recently been 
reading the New Testament. It is a 
book of love. It begins with love and 
ends with love. If only people would 
do what it teaches, the hatred that is in 
the world today would be abolished.” 

I was so impressed with his nearness 
to the Kingdom that I said, “Let’s have 
a word of prayer.” We turned our faces 
to a big plate glass window, but instead 
of looking. at the display of goods in- 
side, we were looking far away to the 
Throne of Grace. I thanked God for his 
reading the New Testament, and prayed 
that he might see that the Lord Jesus is 
the true Messiah, and that he might be 
born again into the Kingdom of God. 

The New Testament is indeed a book 
of love! I am convinced that the most 
effective method of leading Jewish peo- 
ple into the light of the Gospel is to 
give them this book of love, and then to 
water the Word with our prayers. 

God has graciously blessed our cam- 
paigns for the distribution of New Tes- 
taments in various lands. Our most re- 
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Many years ago two Jewish 
brothers met in Vienna for a brief 
reunion. One was on his way to 
America, which he had always 
looked upon as a land flowing with 
milk and honey. But he began to 
hear of something in Vienna which 
was more precious than the gold he 
hoped to gather in America, and that 
meeting of the two brothers had 
more far-reaching results than either 
expected. This remarkable story of 
faithful witnessing and the power of 
God’s Word is told by Mr. Davis in 
two ariicles, of which this is the first.

cent crusade for giving the Word of God 
to the people of the Philippine Islands 
has been successfully concluded. The 
full quarter of a million New Testa- 
ments were provided — including an ex- 
tra ten thousand! It was the Lord’s 
doing, in answer to much prayer. Then 
in a clear and unmistakable manner the 
Lord showed that the next campaign 
should be for providing New Testaments 
for God’s chosen people, the Jews.

In these latter days, as the 
return of the Lord draws near, the Jews 
are multiplying mightily as they did; in 
Egypt long ago. In Europe alone there 
are 10,000,000 Jews. In America in 1900 
there were 1,000,000 Jews. Now there 
are 4,500,000. In New York City itself 
there are 2,000,000 children of Israel, or 
one-eighth of the Jews of the world. In 
Palestine today there are more than 
400,000 Jewish people. 

This is an hour of crisis for the Jews, 
when millions of them are in the throes 
of persecution. Many needy hearts 
among them are longing for true peace. 
This is an hour of opportunity for all 
true Christians. Let us love the Jews! 
Let us pray for them as never before! 
Let us seek to win them to a saving 
knowledge of the Lord Jesus Christ by 


giving them the “quick and powerful” 
Word of God! 

No one can estimate the transforming 
power of a single copy of the New Tes- 
tament. Not long ago I heard of the 
remarkable results that came to pass 
from just one New Testament that was 
given to a Jew on a street in Vienna. 
The man who received the book eagerly 
read it, saw clearly that the Lord Jesus 
was the true Messiah, and accepted him 
as his Saviour. ‘Then, overjoyed with 
the good news he had found, he jour- 
neyed 5,000 miles to America to win his 
brother Jacob. The brother won to 
Christ in America is the Rev. Jacob Gar- 
tenhaus. I have asked him to write out 
the story of the gift of the New Testa- 
ment and the wonderful results that fol- 
lowed. It is so stirring and inspiring 
that I am sure the readers of THE SuN- 
DAY ScHooL TIMEs will enjoy it. Here is 
the story in Mr. Gartenhaus’ own words: 


The Glitter of Gold in America 


“How I had always looked forward to 
the hour when I would be on a ship 
bound for that wonderful land, America! 
For years my ambition was to seek my 
fortune in that land flowing with milk 
and honey, and I was determined that 
no obstacle would ever be powerful 
enough to keep me from obtaining that 
goal. And thus, when the way was finally 
opened for me to go, in vain did my 
parents plead with me to abandon the 
idea, making all sorts of tempting offers. 
Nothing could deter me, I was on the 
threshold of a new and successful life, 
and could not let the opportunity go by. 

“An atmosphere of settled gloom came 
upon our home as Mother and Father 
thought of their defeated hopes and 
plans that their boy would one day 
become a renowned rabbi. Now they 
would perhaps never see him again. 

“Soon final arrangements were made 
for my departure, and realizing that I 
would perhaps never see my loved ones 
again, I stopped off for a visit with my 
grandparents and then proceeded to 
Vienna to see my brother. He was then 
a brilliant teacher in one of the Jewish 
schools of learning there, and was re- 
garded as a celebrity among the people 
of his own home town and held in no 
less esteem in the larger city of his resi- 
dence. He met me at the station, and 
what a delightful reunion it was after 
several years of separation! 

“But something different about him 
did not escape me. Nothing was said, 
however, until we reached his room, and 
then, upon learning that my stay there 
was a question of hours, he lost no time 
in relating to me the following story: 

“Some time before, the word had gone 
around that section of the city that there 
was a man from England who was stop- 
ping at the hotel. He was a Meschumed 
[‘apostate’] and had sinful literature 
with him; the purpose of his coming 
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was to mislead the Jews. And the entire 
section began to seethe at this informa- 
tion. Soon the question was raised by 
various young men: ‘Why doesn’t Jeho- 
vah strike him dead if he is engaged in 
the work of destroying faith in God and 
in leading God’s people astray?’ This 
question seemed reasonable, and many 
expected just that to happen. The 
rabbis warned the people that this man 
had some occult power and that harm 
would come to anyone getting too close 
to him. 

“The chief point for discussion in the 
synagogue was this stranger and his 
awful work. Warnings were sounded, 
and every attempt was made to fortify 
the faith of all. Such dreadful things 
were said about this stranger and his 
little books that the curiosity of the 
young men was stimulated to see this 
fearful character. If only one of his 
books might fall into their hands, but 
they dared not go near the hotel in 
which he lived! In the restaurants and 
on the streets they talked about the af- 
fair, but only when they were sure their 
elders were nowhere near. So much as 
hinting an interest other than hatred in 
this renegade Jew would bring upon 
them the displeasure of the leaders of 
their people, not only religiously but in 
a business and social way. 

“And my brother shared this deep 
interest along with the other young men. 
If the little books were so térrible, he 
thought, they surely could not influence 
intelligent people. And another thing, 
why was this man spending so much 
money without hoping to get any re- 
turns? So puzzled was he over it all 
that he was determined to find out for 
himself. 

“One day as he was passing down the 
street a man came up to him. Both 
knew as they looked into each other’s 
eyes that each wanted to know the other. 
The man proffered a little book to my 
brother, who after glancing in all direc- 
tions to see that no one was in sight, 
hastily seized the book, put it beneath 
his jacket, and hurried back to his room. 
At last he had gotten one of the books. 

“Once in his room he locked the door 
and opened the book to the first page. 
It was the New Testament written in 
Hebrew. He began to read, and was 
startled to see the names of Abraham, 
Isaac, Jacob, and other Jewish names so 
familiar to him (he was reading the 
first page of Matthew giving the gene- 
alogy of Jesus Christ). A leaf falling 
past his window startled him and drove 
terror into him. Then he returned to 
his reading. Before he had finished a 
page or two he was already comparing 
it with the Old Testament prophecies 
and seeing how marvelously they were 
fulfilled. He was utterly captivated and 
could not lay it aside. 

“When he came to the Sermon on the 
Mount he asked himself: How could 
such a book be considered so sinful as 
not even to be touched, when it con- 
tained such remarkable teachings which 
were far superior to anything found in 
Jewish books of learning? How could 
this Jesus, from whose lips these won- 
derful words had fallen, be such a vil- 
lain as depicted by Jewish tradition? 

“With such questions in his mind he 
continued reading, his interest growing 
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steadily with each page. Perhaps this 
Jesus is not as vile as we have been led 
to believe, he thought. What surprised 
him more than anything else was that 
through and through the teachings of 
Jesus were those of his own Bible! For, 
when he came to an assertion, ‘And thus 
it is written in the prophets,’ he imme- 
diately looked up the reference for him- 
self and discovered that they harmo- 
nized. The rabbis had said that Chris- 
tians were idolaters, but this book said 
nothing at all about images. There was 
not the slightest hint of image worship 
in its pages. Tke God of the book was 
our Father, Jehovah of the Jews. Belief 
and trust in him were ringing through 
every utterance of the Jesus of this book. 

“After completing the Gospels he read 
on into the Book of Acts. What kind of 
power did this Man have, thought my 
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brother, which He imparted to others? 
Cowards became brave, men from ordi- 
nary walks of life became giants among 
men, once they accepted his leadership 
in their lives! And then he came to 
the conversion of Paul. He discovered 
that Paul was a young, brilliant, well- 
educated Jew such as he was. Paul’s 
argument on the Law and its relation to 
life was not only clever, he thought, but 
it was true.

“He was simply entranced, he told me, 
with the wonderful knowledge contained 
in this book, and before he realized it, 
he discovered that he had been reading 
all night long !”

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Mountaintop Experiences 
at a Summer Camp

66 HAVE enjoyed this week at camp 
i very much. Before I came I must 
admit that I was thinking chiefly 
of the good time I would have, and had 
little thought for what I would learn. 
But now I feel very different, and I 
know that I have got more pleasure out 
of the lessons I have learned. I seem 
to feel happier now, and I really believe 
that Jesus is my Saviour. I think that 
the ‘Mountaintop’ lessons at night have 
made me realize most, and I feel that 
I have truly gained something that be- 
fore this was lacking. I have thor- 
oughly enjoyed every minute of this 
week, and especially all the lessons that 
were taught. And now I want to thank 
you all for bringing me closer to Him.” 
This testimony from a girl of fourteen, 
who atttended the Girls’;Camp held by 
the Sunday School Mission of British 
Columbia, in the Cariboo district, is 
characteristic of the testimonies given by 
the girls at the end of one week’s camp. 
Such words thrilled the missionaries as 
they listened, and answered forever the 
question, “Is it worth while?” 

The girls’ and boys’ camps held during 
the summer of 1937 by the Sunday 
School Mission were entirely self-sup- 
porting camps, and those attending 
brought supplies of vegetables, bread, 
butter, and the like. When first sug- 
gested in the early summer, the plan 
was to have ten girls or boys, gathered 
from the various Daily Vacation Bible 
Schools held in a district, come together 
for further Bible study for the deepen- 
ing of the spiritual life. As the districts 
were visited and vacation schools held 
during July and August, the five women 
missionaries in the Cariboo district had 
feelings of dismay, when the numbers 
mounted to fifty and as yet no provision 
had been made for tents and other 
things. All that was definite was the 
camp site, on a wooded knoll overlook- 
ing Ten Mile Lake. Arrangements had 
been made for tents which at the time 
of camp were not available. However, 
there was the assurance that even in 
this the Lord would manage their affairs 
and make a way out. He did. 

Rainy weather during August caused 
the number going to camp to dwindle 
from 50 to 16. An old stove from the beach 
(minus a top) was renovated with sheets 
of tin, and the workers reconstructed a 
long dining table, and had help in put- 
ting up the tents which they were able 
to borrow from different sources. 

Finally the 20th of August (the date 
set for camp) arrived, and, with much ex- 
citement and laughter, came the sixteen 
girls, in two trucks and two cars, with 
spirits undampened by rain and mud. 
They had never been to camp before, and 
were gathered from scattered, rather 
isolated districts; their enthusiasm was 
unbounded. What if the big tent did 
leak! A cabin was kindly provided 
which accommodated eight and provided 
a dry and warm room for class periods. 
Lessons in Doctrine, Missions, and 
Mountaintop Experiences with Christ 
(Obedience, Temptation, Confession, Re- 
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jection, Calvary, Commission) made a 
deepening impression upon the girls, as 
their testimonies showed. 

Letters from the girls received since 
returning home show that some are still 
going on with the Lord, have a keen 
interest in his Word, and a greater love 
for him. In an age when young people 
are being led astray by the undermining 
teaching in schools and colleges, it is a 
joy to know of those who are being sat- 
isfied in the Lord. Is it not a call to 
pray for those who are in districts where 
there is spiritual deadness, or open an- 
tagonism to the Lord and his Word? The 
Sunday School Mission of British Colum- 
bia (1112 Dominion Bank Building, Van- 
couver, B. C.) is in contact with many 
such yourg people and has had the joy 
of seeing two of them prepare for mis- 
sionary service.

«sy JERY precious” is poluteles. It is 
the word which Peter uses in his 
first Epistle (3:4) when he speaks of 
“the ornament of a meek and quiet 
spirit” as being in the sight of God, 
poluteles, “of great price.” Was Peter 
thinking of Mary’s alabaster box as a 
symbol of Mary’s meek and quiet spirit? 
Some of the disciples said, “To what 
purpose is this waste?” “Waste” is 
apoleia, “destruction, perdition.” Judas, 
who was the chief protester, is himself 
called by the Lord Jesus “the son of 
perdition.” He was the inéarnation of 
waste, protesting against the spilling of 
a little perfume, yet willing to destroy 
the Lord from Heaven with the aroma of 
Heaven about him and refreshing all 
time and all mankind.

Blood Relationship 


OME weeks ago a friend kindly ten- 
dered me her copy of “The Last 
Puritan,” by Santayana. She shrugged 
a little as she gave it to me, saying, “I 
can’t say that I care for the philosophy 
of it, but the workmanship is certainly 
beautiful,” a comment which might full 
well be stamped upon the great mass of 
our present brilliant literary output. 
Now when I read a book which really 
interests me I don’t just read it, I move 
into it and live there while the perusal 
lasts. “The Last Puritan” is a thick 
book, and not being one of those re- 
markable people who can absorb a page 
at a glance, I lived in it for several days. 
It was toward the close of the week that 
I came back to Skylight Farm, blinked 
a little, then returned to my normal 
routine. Came Sunday morning. I went 
into my class of young people with the 
flavor of Santayana’s book still clinging 
faintly to my palate. The members of 
my class are just the sort of young folk 
one may expect to find in a village 
church where the Gospel is preached, 
neither more nor less intelligent. But 
they are saved young people, and sud- 
denly I felt like shaking hands all 
around and saying, “Well, it’s certainly 
good to be back with home folks!” 

It’s not for me to discuss here the 
question whether Santayana’s Puritan 
is a Puritan at all. For that matter, I’ve 
wondered whether Macaulay in his 
famous description of those peculiar 
people really describes the Puritans, or 
only his own conception of them. I’m 
merely saying that the people who came 
and went through the pages of San- 
tayana’s book, like those in most of the 
fiction of the day, are not my folks. 

Juliana of Norwich, anchoress of the 
fourteenth century, with all her weird 
visions is still a blood sister of mine. 
Listen to what she says: “All that shall 
be saved, we have in us, for the time of 
this life, a marvelous mingling both of 
weal and woe: our Lord Jesus uprisen, 
Adam’s falling, dying. By Christ we are 
steadfastly kept, by Adam’s falling we 
are broken. But in our meaning (in- 
tent) we abide in God and faithfully 
trust to have mercy and grace; and this 
is his own working in us. ... And thus 
we stand in this medley all the days of 
our life. But he willeth that we trust 
that he is lastingly with us. And that 
in three manners. He is with us in 
Heaven, us updrawing, and he is with us 
in earth, us leading, and he is with us 
in our soul endlessly dwelling, us ruling 
and keeping. . . . And if we by our 
blindness and our wretchedness any time 
fall, we should readily rise, knowing the 
sweet touching of grace.” Five hun- 
dred years of culture has produced no 
profounder truth than that. And what 


' poet or musician of any age has written 


anything more majestic than the twenty- 
sixth chapter of Job? Blessed, mystic 
kinship that has made one for all eter- 
nity all those who are under the blood !

| The Lesson as a Whole

Approach to the Lesson 
HE story of Mary of Bethany’s love 
and devotion to her Lord is one 
of the most affecting incidents in 
the Gospels. It is true that some have 
supposed the anointing by “a certain 
woman,” as related here and by Matthew 
(26:6-13), is to be distinguished from 
the incident of John 12:2-8, but most 
expositors consider that the same event 
is referred to. The time element has 
confused some. John seems, at first 
sight, to say it occurred six days before 
the Passover, and Mark two days prior 
thereto. But a careful consideration of 
the text makes it clear that John 12:1 
does not fix the date for 12:2. It was 
some time after the Lord Jesus Christ 
came to Bethany that the supper was 
prepared for him. 

This meal was held in the house of 
Simon the leper, presumably one whom 
the Lord Jesus had cleansed, and the 
trio, who always kept open house for 
Jesus, were there as guests and helpers. 
Martha served, Lazarus sat at the table 
with him, while Mary bestowed her best 
upon him: a delightful picture of serv- 
ice, fellowship, and worship. There 
seems no valid reason to connect the 
“woman in the city, which was a sin- 
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ner” who anointed the Lord’s feet in 
Luke 7, with the Mary of Bethany, who 
was one of the Saviour’s most intimate 
disciples. 


The Historical Setting 


Day after day Christ taught in Jeru- 
salem and nightly withdrew to some 
chosen place outside the walls. Four 
days had elapsed since he came to Beth- 
any. It was now two days before the 
Feast of the Passover. The dark shadow 
of the cross falls over all the scene, giv- 
ing peculiar solemnity to this time of 
fellowship with a group so dearly loved. 
The second event took place the night 
before Jesus was arrested. 


Verse by Verse 


Mark 14:3.—‘The house of Simon the 
leper.” We have no details regarding 
this man, but he was evidently one spe- 
cially indebted to the Lord, so we may 
presume he had been recovered by 
Christ from the dread disease of leprosy. 
An alabaster cruse. The cruse and the 
ointment probably constituted this de- 
voted woman’s most valued possession. 
She poured her best upon both the head 
and feet of her Lord (John 12:3). 

Verse 4.—“This waste of the ointment.” 
The natural heart cannot understand the 
apparent prodigality of love for Christ. 
It was Judas who began complaining and 
so infected the other disciples with the 
same spirit of faultfinding (John 12:4). 


Verse 5.—“Given to the poor.” How

often the plea of human need has been 
put forward as though it were a greater 
thing to minister to distressed mankind 
than to adore the Christ of God! But 
as here, this is often but a vain effort 
to cover the selfishness of the unbeliev- 
ing heart. No one will be more truly 
concerned about the poor than the soul 
to whom Christ is all. 


Verse 6.—“Let her alone.” Jesus. would 
not have such loving self-sacrifice dis- 
counted. He accepted with holy appre- 
ciation the offering of this worshipful 
woman. 


Verse 7.—“Whensoever ye will.” In 
spite of every well-meant effort to ameli- 
orate social conditions, “the poor shall 
never cease out of the land” (Deut. 15: 
11) until the King himself returns, and 
every man will sit under his own vine 
and fig tree (Micah 4:4), and so there is 
always opportunity for the grace of 
Christian charity and compassion for the 
needy. 


Verse 8.—‘She hath done what she 
could.” How Mary’s heart must have 
responded to this commendation! None 
can do all they might desire, but each 
one can do what he or she can, and all 
will be estimated aright by the Lord 
Jesus. 


Verse 9.—“‘Wheresoever this gospel 
shall be preached.” Note how these 
words imply the unity of the Gospel 
testimony. The Gospel is God’s good 
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news about his Son. It was destined to 
be carried into all the world, and with 
it would always go the story of this 
woman’s response to his grace. 

Verse 10.—“Judas ... went unto the 
chief priests.” How significant the sud- 
den turn in the narrative! The traitor’s 
mind is made up. He will make what 
he can by betraying Christ. Mary’s loy- 
alty and Judas’ perfidy stand out in vivid 
contrast. 

Verse 11—“They were glad.” The 
hypocritical religious leaders were 
pleased to negotiate with the treacherous 
disciple. Lost to every honorable prin- 
ciple, they stooped to the basest methods 
to get rid of the Holy One of God. 

Verse 27.—“The sheep shall be scat- 
tered.” Verses 12 to 26, here omitted 
because of the shortness of time, tell the 
story of how the Lord ate the Passover 
with his disciples. After the close of the 
feast, as they walked to Olivet, he re- 
minded them of a prophecy (Zech. 13:7), 
soon to be fulfilled. The Shepherd must 
be smitten. The sheep would all be scat- 
tered. Sorrowfully he declared that all 
of them would be stumbled and forsake 
him. He must be betrayed and die. 

Verse 28.—‘“After I am raised up” (R. 
V.). But his death would not end all. 
Rather was it the basis of a new testi- 
mony. He would rise again and would 
see them in Galilee. 

Verse 29.—“Yet will not I.” Peter 
declared that let others do as they might, 
he would never forsake his Master. Alas, 
how little did he know of the weakness 
of the flesh and the untrustworthiness of 
his own heart! 


Verse 30.—“Before the cock crow 
twice.” Cockcrowing was a time expres- 
sion. See Mark 13:35. It marked the 
early morning when the first streaks of 
dawn heralded the coming day. 

Verse 31—‘“I will not deny thee.” 
With great vehemence Peter declared he 
would never disown the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and the rest maintained the same 
for themselves, though with less energy. 
But all were to learn very soon that 
“the flesh profiteth nothing.” 


The Heari of the Lesson 

The highest exercise of which the hu- 
man spirit, touched by divine grace and 
regenerated by omnipotent power, is 
capable is that of worship, which in- 
volves adoration, praise, and implicit de- 
votion. Men may attempt to exalt love 
of mankind above love to God. But 
actually the second table of the law finds 
its basis in the first. He who loves God 
supremely will love his neighbor unself- 
ishly. The breaking of the alabaster box 
released the pungent spikenard whose 
ravishing odor filled all the house. When 
the best is lavished on the Lord Jesus, 
forces are freed which make fragrant 
every department of human life.

Nothing Done for Christ Is Wasted. 
Men of the world and carnal Christians 
consider any special self-denial for 
Christ’s sake as extremely foolish, if not 
positively wasteful. To give, dare, and 
do for earthly applause or advantage is 
accounted well worth while, but the 
value of sacrifice for love of the Saviour 
they cannot understand.

Peter’s Self-Confidence. We are all 
inclined to overestimate our own loy- 
alty and ability to stand firmly against 
strong temptation. He who knows the 
secrets of our hearts taught his disciples 
to pray, “Lead us not into temptation.” 
It is the expression of self-distrust — as 
though one cried, “Lord, I dare not con- 
fide in my own-sense of rectitude. I 
cannot be sure of my strength in the 
hour of trial. Therefore I cling to thee. 
Do not permit me to be exposed to temp- 
tation that may be too great for me.” 

Backsliding. Peter’s failure was not a 
sudden drop from a high spiritual state 
to a terrible abyss of unfaithfulness. He 
had been slipping little by little for a 
long time. His strength had been 
depleted by prayerlessness and lack 
of self-judgment, and so the time of 
testing found him weak and vacillating.

The name of 
the speaker has been held, and rightly, 
in greater contempt and loathing by 
mankind than any other human name 
since the world began.

The Advent Witness, of England, 
calls attention to the movement as a 
new phase of Russia’s Anti-God move- 
ment. Many millions are said to belong 
to this new line-up, which brazenly calls 
itself “Iscariotism.”

The natural enmity of the heart of man 
toward God has in these conditions 
found opportunity for unrestricted ex- 
pression. .. .Christ is virtually being cru- 
cified afresh. He is held responsible for 
all the evils done in his name. ... Thus 
along the line of carnal reasoning, Judas 
Iscariot did right in betraying him... . 
A recent book was published with the 
purpose of placing a halo around the 
head of him who has hitherto been re- 
garded as the world’s greatest sinner. 
Judas is justified and Jesus is con- 
demned.... ‘Iscariotism’ is a widespread 
tendency of the times.”—From The Sun- 
day School Times. Sent by Ruth B. Mc-

A _ .Traitor’s Monument.—And _he 
sought how he might conveniently be- 
tray him (v. 11). In a secluded spot of 
the Saratoga Battlefield, New York, 
stands a marble monument—a memo- 
rial, not to a man, but to his left leg. 
Although his name nowhere appears on 
it, the monument was erected to the 
left leg of Benedict Arnold, American 
Revolutionary traitor, as a tribute to his 
one-time heroism at Saratoga when he 
served brilliantly with the Continentals 
against the British. At Saratoga Arnold 
was wounded in the left leg — hence the 
monument to that leg. The monument 
was erected by Major General Watts de 
Peyster, but because Arnold had proved 
himself a traitor by that time; his name 
could not appear on it. Instead there is 
carved on it a revolutionary canon, a left 
boot, an epaulet, a wreath, and an in- 
scription giving the date, circumstances, 
and the rank to which the unnamed 
warrior was promoted.—From “Strange 
As It Seems,” by John Hix.

very precious (Mark 14:3). “Ointments” 
are something we Occidental men know 
little or nothing about. About all most 
of us know are the common varieties 
of perfume, which we are apt to get 
among our Christmas presents along 
with bay rum and witch hazel. 

When a fellow has been married for 
over fifty years to the same wife, and 
in a family that takes note of birthdays, 
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wedding anniversaries, and all the other 
gift occasions, the question is sure to 
come up, “What shall I give her for her 
birthday?” 

So I entered a store and began “nosin’ 
around.” A polite saleslady smiled upon 
me and said, “Can I do anything for 
you?” 

“Yes, indeed, you certainly can. Teil 
a long-married man what to give his 
wife for a birthday present. I have run 
out of ideas.” 

“Perfumery is always acceptable,” said 
the saleslady. Then stepping over to 
the perfumery counter she took up a 
small bottle in the shape of an ancient 
lamp. 

“This is ‘Shalimar,’ a very popular 
extract. It would make an acceptable 
present to any lady of taste.” 

“How much for that little bottle?” 

When she iold me the price, I was 
speechless as I went down under the 
“Shalimar” blow. : 

I have written all this to show there 
has been no change in tastes of the 
gentler sex in all the centuries. The 
“ointment” still remains “very precious.” 

In the modern days the “alabaster 
box” retains its own also and has be- 
come a lovely artistic product of the 
glassmaker’s skill. 

The next picture you see of a Princess’ 
boudoir you will likely notice a table 
covered with a multitude of the lovely 
“alabasters” filled with precious oint- 
ments. 

All of this that you may realize what 
this gift to Jesus really represented. It 
was her extreme expression of her love. 


The Two Kinds.—Ye have the poor 
with you always (v. 7). Now if I had 
bought that bottle of expensive extract 
I know folks who would have jumped 
right into that, “Some-that-had-indigna- 
tion” class, and would have said pretty 
much the same thing (vs. 4, 5). “Not 
that ... [they] cared for the poor” (John 
12:6). 

Now, as a matter of fact, when I could 
think of nothing else to get, I did go 
back and buy that very little fancy 
lamp-shaped bottle of “precious oint- 
ment,” and on her birthday gave it to 
Her Majesty. 

I want all you men readers to make 
a special note of what I now write. The 
little bottle in every whiff said to her, 
“Sweetheart, the best to be had is none 
too good for you!” It was really the 
best investment I have ever made. It 
lasted and lasted. Just to take out the 
glass stopper and rub it on the handker- 
chief, the naphtha soap odor of the 
laundress was overcome. I was not a 
prodigal, as some might think, because 
it went so far. 

In my collection of art from the five 
and ten cent stores I have many curious 
“perfume” bottles. I think I must have 
almost every animal and all sorts of 
objects: lamps, umbrellas, musical in- 
struments, etc. All filled with a liquid 
that is not precious ointment — far from 
it! 

All of this is to say there are two kinds 
of love for Christ. The “precious oint- 
ment” sort that gives all that is in the 
“alabaster box,” the “precious ointment” 
that says, “Master, the best I have in 
me is none too good for You.”

The kind for which folks do not give 
their best and their all. That is to say, 
there is this woman’s sort of love for 
Christ, which costs a lot, and there is 
the sort that does not cost very much — 
not even regular church attendance and 
family worship ! 


. Three Memorials.—A memorial of her 
(v. 9). In 1936 there were two principal 
memorial “campaigns” going on all over 
the land. One is a memorial hospital 
for Will Rogers and the other a bronze 
monument for Mark Twain. These are 
two of America’s most beloved humorists 
— both something more than just men of 
wisecracks and smart and witty sayings. 

The memorial for Mark Twain I saw 
in the plaster in New York. It is a 
beautiful group to be in bronze. It 
shows Mark seated with his arm around 
Tom Sawyer. Huck Finn is seated near 
by. In the large group surrounding 
Mark is Joan of Arc, her clerical judges, 
and other characters of his stories. 

The fine work is by Walter Russell, 
and is to be erected in Hannibal, Mo., on 
Mark’s beloved Mississippi, of which he 
wrote so eloquently. 

I am wondering what that memorial 
to be erected at Hannibal will look like 
in the year 3900! And where will the 
Rogers Hospital be 1900 years hence! 

Look at some of the memorials made 
by man that have been in existence a 
few hundred years. Two thousand years 
hence will the Mark Twain bronzes have 
noses, ears, and limbs intact? Will the 
storms and floods have eaten away the 
bronze in verdigris? 

Will the Will Rogers’ Hospital be 
standing as empty as the memorials ef 
Greece, Rome, and Egypt? 

Well, here in our lesson we have a 
“memorial” that has defied time at its 
worst with wars and conquests. The 
Roman Empire has gone, and the memo- 
rials of the proud city of the seven hills 
are classic ruins, crumbling and patched. 

But this beautiful “memorial of her” 
is as bright and glorious as the day it 
was set up, and shall so remain as long 
as love for the Lord Jesus remains in 
the world. And this also is true: Noth- 
ing you do for Jesus will ever perish 
or need patching (Psa. 102:26; Luke 16: 
17; I-Pet. 1: 25).

AY, fellows, our lesson passage in 

the fourteenth chapter of Mark pre- 
sents two portraits in sharp contrast; 
they are as opposite to each other as 
the poles. In one of these we see a 
woman, in devotion, giving to Jesus 
Christ something that was precious to 
her because of the love in her heart for 
him. In the other we see a man selling 
his precious Christ for thirty pieces of 
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silver because of the love. in his heart 
for himself. 

The Lord Jesus was touched by that 
act of Mary’s tender devotion, and he 
said that it would be told of her ever 
afterward wherever the Gospel would 
be preached. How truly he spoke, for 
indeed Mary’s loving tribute to her Lord 
has come down the ages as a sweet odor, 
and today it touches our hearts and 
warms them as we think of it. The 
Lord did not say that the treachery of 
Judas would also be remembered for all 
time, but I believe his contemptible act 
is as universally known and spoken of 
as the other —possibly more so; and it 
has brought its offensive odor all the 
way down the centuries, undiminished. 
The name of Judas is a synonym of 
treachery. 

Both of these were members of a 
group known as the intimate friends of 


‘our Lord. One will dwell in glory with 


her Lord in Heaven throughout eternity; 
the other — well, where will you locate 
him for eternity? 

Let each one of you fellows ask him- 
self this question: “Am I a friend of 
the Lord Jesus?” I believe it is well 
to pause and do that now and then. 
Just check up on one’s exact position 
in relation to Jesus Christ. You know 
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life is likened very aptly to a voyage. 
Mariners check by chart and compass 
every morning and every evening to 
see if their vessel lies true to the course. 
When the sky is clear they check by 
the polestar, which is a fixed star that 
changes only very slightly in compari- 
son with others. Without this they would 
drift far out of the way. 

It would be well to take a pencil and 
paper and make two columns. In one 
column write those things you are doing 
(or have done today) for Christ’s sake 
that cost you something — cost in time, 
money, pride, physical energy, discom- 
fort, or self-denial in any form. Be 
careful not to magnify them. When 
written down they may look very small, 
considering for Whom they were done. 
Then put in the other column those things 
you are doing (or have done today) just 
for yourself and no other. Be care‘:'! 
not to minimize them. When written 
down they may look quite large, con- 
sidering for whom they were done. 

I believe we shall find ourselves fall- 
ing in one of these two classes, in greater 
or less degree—the Mary class or the 
Judas class. We may be surprised to 
discover that some of those activities for 
self have been in disloyalty to our Lord. 
Such discoveries have been made when 
the lister was absolutely frank in list- 
ing. Of course we shall contend (and 
maybe justly) that we are not Judases 
—far from it. But I want you to look 
at a startling statement in the letter to 
the Hebrews, before we close our medi- 
tation on this. It is in the sixth chapter, 
the fourth to sixth verses: “For it is 
impossible for those who were once en- 
lightened, and have tasted of the 
heavenly gift, and were made partakers 
of the Holy Ghost, and have tasted the 
good word of God, and the powers of 
the world to come, if they shall fall 
away, to renew them again unto repent- 
ance; seeing they crucify to themselves 
the Son of God afresh, and put him to 
an open shame.” 

Then what is “falling away”? Ask 
yourself: “Am I living up to what I 
have professed in Jesus Christ?”

URING the earthly life of the Lord 

Jesus Christ, he had no home of his 
own, though he was then as now, Lord 
of Heaven and earth. But there was one 
home where he was always a welcome 
visitor, and where he loved to go, and 
that was the home in Bethany, of Mary 
and Martha and Lazarus. Perhaps you 
remember reading of the time when 
Lazarus was sick and died, and four 
days later the’ Lord Jesus came and 
raised him from the dead—made him 
alive again. 

While many of the Jews were plan- 
ning to kill the Lord Jesus, these friends 
in Bethany loved him and believed he 
was the Son of God. Mary seems to 
have been the only person who under- 
stood that he was going to be crucified 
and die, and be raised the third day. 

It was in this same town of Bethany 
that there was a dinner given for Christ 
in the house of Simon the leper, and 
Lazarus was one of the guests at the 
dinner, and Martha was one of those 
who served the food. 

While they were eating, Mary came 
with an alabaster box of ointment, which 
is something like perfume, and she broke 
the box and poured the ointment on the 
head of the Lord Jesus, and on his feet, 
and wiped his feet with her hair. 

When I open this box of perfume and 
put a bit of it on Mildred’s dress, can 
you smell it? If I poured it all out on 
things in this room, the whole church 
would be full of the perfume of it. And 
that night the perfume of Mary’s box 
of spikenard filled the whole house. Why 
did Mary do such a strange thing? Some 
of the Jews there, even Judas, one of 
the disciples, complained about ‘her 
wasting so much money that might have 
been given to the poor, for it may have 
cost as much as fifty dollars. 

But the Lord understood that Mary 
did it because she loved him so much, 
and he said she had anointed him be- 
forehand for his burial. And he said an- 
other beautiful thing: that wherever the 
Gospel should be preached in all the 
world, this story of Mary and her fra- 
grant love offering should be told. And 
so here we are, today, over nineteen 
hundred years later, hearing the story. 

We believe in the Lord Jesus Christ 
as our Saviour, but I wonder if we love 
him? Our hearts should be filled with 
love to him because he first loved us 
and died for us, in our place. Our Mem- 
ory Verse is so good! It is 1 John 4:19. 
As you print it, learn it. 

Why do you love your mother? Be- 
cause she first loved you, and did every- 
thing for you. Why should we love the 
Lord Jesus? Because he has done far 
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more for us than even the best mother 
can do. But we cannot see the Lord 
and bring perfume and flowers to him, 
as Mary did. No, but we can talk to 
him and tell him we love him, and we 
can give the flowers to somebody who is 
sick or lonely, in his name, and their 
sweet perfume will show our love to 
him just as Mary’s spikenard did. 

If we love him, we will keep his com- 
mandments, and our lives will be sweet 
and lovely with praise for him. Paste 
the flower pictures in your books to re- 
mind you that you can be sweet, beau- 
tiful little human flowers, showing love 
to the Lord Jesus Christ.

IRLS, what is the first thing you do 

when a friend presents you with a 
gift? God, our Creator, has prepared 
the most wonderful gift ever offered. 
What is his gift? (John 3: 16; Rom. 6: 
23b.) Have you received and thanked 
God for the Lord Jesus? (John 1:12; 2 
Cor. 9:15.) After some dear friend has 
given you a gift, and you have accepted 
it and expressed your thanks for it, 
don’t you immediately plan to do some- 
thing lovely for that friend to show your 
appreciation? 

What are some of the things his 
friends did for the Lord Jesus? (Recall 
stories of the wise men, Matthew, and 
others who prepared feasts, the boy who 
gave his loaves and fishes, Joseph of 
Arimathea. See Luke 23:50-53.) A 
woman also presented to the Lord Jesus 
a gift, a very precious and expensive 
one. (Read the lesson.) 

This story has an important back- 
ground. In John 12:3 we are told that 
the woman was Mary, the sister of Mar- 
tha and Lazarus with whom the Lord 
often visited. He had already meant 
much to Mary. She had been hungering 
and thirsting for righteousness and truth, 
but had failed to find these in the Jew- 
ish synagogues. Then, as she had sat 
at the feet of her guest, the Son of God, 
and listened to him, he had satisfied her 
soul with the Bread and Water of Life 
(Luke  10:38-42). Later, when her 
brother Lazarus died, Mary’s heart was 
overwhelmed with grief, and life seemed 
dark and empty until her Lord showed 
her that he was the Resurrection and the 
Life (John 11: 1-46). 

“Lazarus,” she had heard the Master 
say, “come forth,” and she had watched 
her brother come forth from the grave 
—living. Mary knew from experience 


that the Lord Jesus Christ could supply 


all the vital, worth-while needs of her 
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life and she wanted to do the loveliest 
thing she could think of to show her 
deep gratitude to him. 

What wonderful joy she must have 
had as she went to the market place to 
make the purchase of the alabaster box! 
Very carefully she must have looked 
over the wares so her offering would be 
without flaw and completely worthy of 
her wonderful Master. It must have 
been with great eagerness that Mary 
anticipated the feast day when she might 
anoint her Lord. (Remind the girls of 
customs of a Jewish feast. Guests were 
usually received with a kiss, their feet 
and hands washed, and their heads 
anointed with sweet ointment.) 

Do you suppose Mary worried about 
what the men would think who were re- 
clining around the dining table? No 
doubt she was too intent upon her mis- 
sion of pleasing Jesus to consider the 
thoughts of these others. Repeat the 
Memory Verse. “Perfect love casteth 
out fear” of suffering or public opin- 
ion, and centers our concern upon Christ. 
Notice how Mary’s love was rewarded. 
“She hath done what she could,” the 
Master said. Once before he had said, 
“Mary hath chosen that good part.” 
1. Mary made the right choice. 2. Her 
service was completely surrendered. 

Just how may a girl show her devotion 
to Christ? First, Mary broke the seal 
that closed her box, and then she poured 
out the contents. You have no alabaster 
box of costly perfume to break; neither 
can you anoint the head of the Lord 
Jesus as Mary did, but you do have a 
life with an individual will that may be 
“broken,” and all your selfish desires 
may be poured out in surrender. Find 
Psalm 51:17. 

What was the result when Mary broke 
the seal of the box? “The house was 
filled with the odour of the ointment,” 
and every one around knew that Mary 
had given something very valuable to 
the Lord (John 12:3). Did you know 
that when you present yourself to God 
and trust in him for the victory he of- 
fers, your life will become fragrant for 
him? 

Euodia Club girls in California have 
as their club verse a literal translation 
of 2 Corinthians 2:14, “Now thanks be 
unto that God who always leads us forth 
to triumph in the Anointed One, and 
who diffuses by us the fragrance of the 
knowledge of him in every place.” Many 
consecrated Christian girls have gore 
from these high school Bible study clubs 
to foreign countries to carry the “fra- 
grance of the knowledge” of Christ to 
those who have never known him, while 
multitudes of others are witnessing for 
their Lord in the hemeland.

MINISTER had taught an old man 

in his parisn to read, so that he 
might enjoy his Bible. The old man 
proved to be an apt pupil, and after 
a little while the teaching was discon- 
tinued. One day the minister called 
at the old man’s cottage. Finding the 
wife at home, he asked: 

“How does John get on with his read- 
ing?” 

“Nicely, sir,” came her response. 

“Then, I suppose he can read his 
Bible very comfortably now,” the min- 
ister observed. 

“The Bible, sir? Bless you, he was 
out of the Bible and into the news- 
paper long ago!” 

Many of us do not know “what’s in 
the Bible,” because we. are out of: it 
and into every other form. of reading 
most of the time. We have little trou- 
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ble finding the sports page or the fashion 
page in any newspaper. But just notice 
the embarrassment and leafing back and 
forth when we are asked to read a verse 
in “Hezekiah” or ‘“Czesareans.” 
b 4 

The Bible uses many symbols to de- 
scribe itself. It speaks of itself as a 
“lamp,” or light (Psa. 119:105); as a 
“mirror,” to reveal (Jas. 1:25); as “milk” 
(Heb. 5:12, 13), and as “strong meat” 
(Heb. 5:13, 14) for food; as “honey,” 
for delight (Psa. 19:10); as “water,” for 
cleansing (Eph. 5:26); as “gold” (Psa. 
19:10); as “fire,” for refining (Jer. 23: 
29); as a “hammer,” for breaking (Jer. 
23:29); as a “sword,” for fighting (Heb. 
4:12; Eph. 6:17); and as “seed” for sow- 
ing (Matt. 13:19; 1 Pet. 1:23). 

But more than all these, the Bible’s 
witness to itself is that it is the Word 
of God. From cover to cover it echoes 


_with the claim, “Thus saith the Lord.” 


It is this that makes it different from 
any other book of which man has knowl- 
edge. It is not man-made, although 
more than thirty-five men were used to 
write its messages. It is God-breathed 
for “all scripture is given by inspiration 
of God” (2 Tim. 3:16), and “holy men 
of God spake as they were moved by 
the Holy Ghost” (2 Pet. 1:21). 
ve 

The Bible is God’s revelation to man 
concerning God. Nature shows God’s 
handiwork, but the Bible presents God 
himself, his nature, his attributes, and 
his will. All we know about God we 
have received first from the written 
Word and then from the living Word, 
the Lord Jesus, who is revealed in the 
written Word, who used it constantly 
in his teaching and testified to its 
authority.

The Bible is God’s record to man 
concerning the Lord Jesus. He is fore- 
told and foreshadowed in the Old Tes- 
tament, and revealed in his fullness in 
the New. Although the Lord Jesus wrote 
no portion of it, his teachings and his 
acts are recorded there by those ,who 
walked and talked with him.

The Bible tells man how he came 
into being. Science .has made many 
“guesses,” many of which have already 
been discarded. But the Bible speaks 
with authority, and tells man that “God 
created man in his own image” (Gen. 
2:70.

The Bible alone reveals to man the 
life to come. Without God’s revelation, 
man would be in absolute darkness con- 
cerning the future, for nature is silent 
and science has found no “proof.” No 
one, except the Lord Jesus, has ever 
returned from the grave to bring man 
any hope, and the record of his return 
we find only in the Bible.

The Bible contains history, — authen- 
tic history of man’s early beginning, of 
nations long since vanished, of cities 
long since fallen to dust. But it does 
not claim to be a complete history. 
Wherever it touches history, it is re- 
liable. Again and again the archeolo- 
gist’s spade has corroborated God’s Word 
and confounded its critics. But it brings 
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us selected history, chosen to reveal and 
emphasize the particular truths God has 
for us. 


The Bible contains marvelous poetry, 
matchless biography, inspiring literature. 
But primarily, the Bible is a record of 
God’s dealings with man. Its great pur- 
pose is to show man how he may know 
God, how he may be saved from the 


.penalty and the power and, eventually, 


from the very presence of sin. 

Do you know it in this way, and if so, 
are you drawing daily strength and com- 
fort and inspiration from its pages?

There?” and sang over and over, “Yes, 
my name’s written there, on the page 
white and fair, in the Book of God's 
kingdom; yes, my name’s written there.”

The next day Mrs. Weston heard a 
knock, and when she opened the door 
Marie stood there holding the hand of 
her nine-year-old sister.

So this little missionary with her sis- 
ter went with Mrs. Weston to the little 
room, and this time instead of Mrs. Wes- 
ton helping Aline it was Marie who ear- 
nesily and eagerly explained to her the 
“Way,” and never was there a more 
zealous worker engaged in the winning 
of a soul to the Lord Jesus Christ. She 
urged her to confess her sins to Jesus, 
and was not content until Aline, too, 
rejoiced in knowing that her sins were 
forgiven.

The Summer Conferences

The general young people’s conference, 
June 21 to 26, will have as speakers: the 
Rev. G. Allen Fleece, of Chattanooga;

Woodbridge; the Rev. Lance B. Latham; 
Howard Jones; Frank H. Sells; Kathryn

A conference for junior age will be 
held from June 28 to July 3, led by ex- 
perienced workers. 

2. The Columbia Bible College Sum- 
mer School will be conducted at Ben 
Lippen from June 27 to July 30, a period 
of five weeks, with sessions each day.

Harrison, the Rev. R. C. Huston, the 
Rev. and Mrs. N. I. Saloff-Astakhoff, 
Dr. McQuilkin, and other missionary 
speakers. 

The second conference will include Dr. 
William Evans, Dr. George Douglas, Dr. 
McQuilkin, John Dale, and other mis- 
sionary speakers. 

5. The ministers’ conference will be 
held August 8 to 11, with Canon Howitt, 
Dr. Norman Harrison, R. C. Huston, Dr. 
McQuilkin, and other speakers. 

6. The national convention of the 
Men’s Evangelistic Clubs will also meet 
at Ben Lippen, August 12 to 14. The 
~ secretary is W. G. Haymaker, Lenoir, 
N. C. 

The increasing number attending the 
conferences has made necessary an ex- 
tension to the conference inn. Plans are 
being made for two floors of this exten- 
sion, together with a temporary roof. 
Prayer is asked that all three floors may 
be provided, with the permanent roof.

The Open Door in China. By M. A. 
Hopkins. (May be ordered from R. C. 
Annan, 2613 Mary St., St. Joseph; Mo., 
35 cents, paper binding.) Those who are 
acquainted with Dr. Hopkins know him 
as a joyous ambassador and loyal and 
devoted servant of Christ, in China, and 
the joy of the Lord shines forth in these 
twelve remarkable missionary addresses. 
He has a vivid way of telling his mis- 
sionary experiences. His keen senge of 
humor comes out in a sentence like 
this: “I sometimes think that a mission- 
ary’s usefulness on the field is in inverse 
ratio to the number of times he crosses 
the ocean and blows his horn in the 
home land.” Some of the subjects dealt 
with are: God’s great Open-Door Pol- 
icy for a lost world, Christianity con- 
trasted with the pagan religions, the pre- 
millennial hope a_ great missionary 
motive, revival the urgent need at the 
home base, three addresses on prayer, 
some trophies of grace in China, and a 
very interesting account of the founding 
of the North China Theological Semi- 
nary. The book is full of practical com- 
monsense in doing missionary work. 
Surely the events taking place in China 
today should cause a Christian to read 
with interest this volume dealing with 
the spread of Christianity in the world’s 
largest mission field. 





The Jew and the Passion for Palestine 
in the Light of Prophecy. By Keith 
L. Brooks. (Zondervan Publishing 
House, Grand Rapids, Mich., $1.) “One 
who denies that the Scriptures are 
being fulfilled is either a baby in 
prophecy or a giant in effrontery.” The 
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Editor of Prophecy. Monthly is well pre- 
pared to show this marvelous fulfillment. 
His remarkable fact-finding organization 
has enabled him to write nine intensely 
interesting chapters on the subject. The 
volume is packed with information 
which the student of present-day pro- 
phetic fulfillment should have. The 
events leading toward the approaching 
time of Jacob’s trouble are carefully 
traced. One of the most remarkable 
features of the book is the warning 
given Christians against the rapid world- 
wide growth of anti-Semitism. It closes 
with a chapter on the words of divine 
inspiration, gathering together Scripture 
on the future of Israel and the Land.
